Mr. Tom Kerr, defensive 
coordinator for the varsity football 
team at HHS since 1966, was 
inducted into the Indiana Football 
Hall of Fame June 23, 1996. Mr. 
Kerr has been working with Head 
Coach Don Howell who is also a 
member of the Hall of Fame, in all 
those seasons. 

Since that time HHS has compiled 
a phenomenal record of 286 wins, 65 
losses and two ties. The Brickies won 
state championships in 1987, 1989, 
1991 and 1993. Mr. Kerr's defensive 
squads hold state championship 
game records for fewest first downs, 
two, 1987; fewest first downs allowed 



rushing, zero, 1991; fewest yards 
allowed rushing, 18, 1991; and fewest 
net yards rushing, minus nine, 1991. 
During his tenure, HHS has also 
been state runner-up six times and 
has won 13 regional championships 
and 17 consecutive sectional champ- 
ionships. 

Mr. Kerr began his coaching 
career as the defensive coordinator at 
University High School in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, after graduating from the 
University of Michigan in 1961. He 
came to Hobart in 1962 and coached 
eighth grade football through 1965 
until he became defensive coordinator 
the following season.
